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PREFACE. 



This book is designed for primary and intermediate 
schools, and is prepared to conduct the pupil from the 
simplest combinations of numbers, by easy and gradual 
steps, to others more difficult and complex. It has 
been the principal aim of the authors to make the com- 
binations so easy, and to repeat them in so many 
different forms, as to indelibly impress them on the 
memory, and to render frequent explanation unneces- 
sary. Nothing is attempted to be explained which can 
be readily comprehended ; neither are there any diffi- 
culties presented for which the mind of the pupil (if 
. properly taught) iis not fully prepared. 

The pupil should be made to understand perfectly 
the fiist three lessons before proceeding to the fourth ; 
and it should be vividly impressed upon his mind 
that all numbers are composed of units, and that each 
number contains one additional unit more than the 
preceding. 

To aid the pupil in forming a correct idea of num- 
bers, the teacher may make use of any visible objects 
for counters, or may use marks on the slate or black- 
board. Visible objects, however, should not be used 
except for the first few lessons, as it is very important 
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that the habit of reckoning with abstract numbera 
should be early formed in the mind of the pupil. 

The pupil should also begin to reckon with figures^ 
and not with words. To enable him to do this, num- 
bers are expressed in words only in a few instances. 

Where the lessons are arranged in parallel columns, 
the left hand column should be recited first, and then 
the right, and then both in connection. The order in 
which the lessons are arranged may be adhered to at 
first, but the pupil idiould be leqmied to lAoite them in 
any order the teacher may choose. 

It has been thought unnecessary to |^7a any par* 
tieular mode of illustrating the different combinalioiif 
of nmnbers, as every teacher afaould adapt feus iBs|3ru^« 
lions to the understai^ing and capacity of his papil«.
